H eadquarters of the Italian Army, 


June 
28.—Adamello, 
which 
Virgil 


crowned “King of the Italian Alps,” 


is the most elevated spot in the world 
w here w ar has ever been waged. 
Through the courtesy of the Italian 
general staff, which is desirous that 
the world outside of Italy should know 
the hardships of this unprecedented 
campaign, the correspondent 
of 
the 
Associated press was the first civilian 
allowed to w itness the fighting on this 
colossal mountain, which is 11,500 feet 
high and crowned with e ernal snows. 
The correspondent saw the moun­ 
tain sw arm ing w ith thousands of white 
clad Alpine 
soldiers 
singing, 
alert, 
eager, crossing 
glaciers, 
challenging 
avalanches, charging the enemy with 
fixed bayonets—all abovethe clouds. 
There the correspondent witnessed 
the action of heavy artillery, a battery 
of which fired from the highest point 
in the world w here artillery had ever 
been placed or from which it had ever 
been fired. 
It seemed almost a m ir­ 
acle that such big guns could have 
been transported in two 
m onths 
oi 
hard labor from a distance of fifteen 
miles in one of the 
valleys 
below . 
Over two hundred men had been re­ 
quired for the dragging of a single one 


i f the pieces, and at one stage of the 
A’ork an avalanche had scooped down 
from the mountain sides and swal­ 
lowed up the cannon 
and 
devoured 
forty of the men. 
The professional mountain climber 
lev er attem pted to reach the top or 
Adamello, but in sum m er the view' of 
he 
surrounding 
Alps, 
with 
Mont 
Blanc, the Jungfrau and Monte Rosa 
.n the distance, is considered the best 
n Europe. 
W inter and summer, the 
fighting there is under conditions that 
prevail 
only 
in the Arctic regions. 
There Austrians and Italians meet in 
Jlent death grip, their 
deaths 
and 
heir deeds all but unrecorded save in 
Iry arm y annals, given but a brief 
ine in the terse bulletins of General 
Cadorna. 
While the Austrian and Italian can­ 
ion rumbled lazily, exchanging rude 
ourtesies, or seeking to dislodge ava­ 
lanches to better destroy and hamper 
he enemy, aw akening 
echoes 
that 
eaped from dozens of miles up and 
town the abrupt peaks, the genial It al­ 
an colonel accompanying the corre- 
pondent rem arked that in no othei 
.var had such fighting ever been, that 
leither the arm ies of Hannibal, nor 
Caesar, nor Napoleon had dared en­ 
cage in such work, that their armies, 
vhieh did go over m ountains not half 
he height were hardly larger than a 
egiment of Alpine troops as tod ary 
>rganized, that above all they did not 
cinter in the m ountains nor deal with 
leavy artillery, nor drag up to these 
astnesses pound by pound, plank by 
dank, piece by piece, their food, their 
supplies, and the guns and amniuni 
Jon. 
These conditions are not limited to 
the Adamello region, but repeat them 
selves on two-thirds 
of 
the 
Italian 
front, or over a line of 275 miles of 
mountain chains rfoing from the Swiss 
frontier down to the banks of the 
Isonzo river from which can be seen 
the “b itter” blue of the Adriatic, as 
the 
poet 
d ’Annunzio 
described 
it. 
Along this line 
titanic 
struggles 
take place daily, of which the outside 
wrorld never hears. 
It took five days 
for the correspondent to slowly climb 
; he Adamello crest and in this period 
the Italians succeeded in blowing cfi 
the top of another mountain called 
Coldi Lana, which suddenly burst in 
to tile air with its defenders who were 
on their side trying to explode a mint 
wffiich would blow to pieces the Italian 
t roops. 
One of the curious facts connected 
with this mountain front is that no­ 
where have the song birds deserted 
it. 
“If I w’ere to w rite home that ev­ 
ery night I go to sleep listening to 
the boom of cannon I would be read­ 
ily believed, but if I w ere 
to add 
that often I lay aw ake for hours list­ 
ening to the liquid trill 
of friendly 
nightingales in the 
near 
b r woods 
my statem ents would be taken for a 
soldier’s yarn,” said an artillery of­ 
ficer late one night, 
as 
he and the 
correspondent stopped on their way 
across a wroodcd little valley to list­ 
en to a nightingale’s 
song. 
“That 
song is not an exception,” he explain­ 
ed. “I have crossed this valley about 
this time of night for weeks on my 
way to my quarters, and that bird is 
always singing, no m atter how' vio­ 
lent the artillery noise.”

blinded by 
greed, those

Indianapolis, Ind., June 28.—A plea 
for more thorough organization of the 
forces fighting the liquor traffic was 
made today by Jam es A. White, su­ 
perintendent of the Ohio Anti-Saloon 
league, before the convention of the 
National Anti-Saloon League of Amer­ 


ica. 
Statistics showing comparisons of 
the wet and dry vote in Ohio in 1914 
and 1915 were presented in support of 
the assertion that 
anti-liquor 
senti­ 
m ent wras increasing. 
Mr. White urged careful organiza­ 
tion down to the precinct committee­ 
man in each election district and an 
all the year round campaign of educa­ 
tion in placp of sporadic enthusiasm 
at election time. 
“Something must be done," he said,' 


“to arouse and awaken to responsi­ 


bility the negligent voter. If I had my 


way about it I would pass a law that 
when an elector failed to vote at the 
primary and the election following, un­ 
less he were sick, those two acts alone 
would automatically disfranchise him 
for a period of from 
three 
to 
five 
years. 
A 
complete 
poll of Ohio, wiiich 
would give the attitude of every voter 
on the wet and dry question was ad­ 
vocated by the speaker, who declared 
that better results could be obtained 
through the employment of a county 
chairm an in each county who would 
be working the year through than by 
trusting to volunteer workers, how­ 
ever enthusiastic. 
“In the last two campaigns in Ohio 
two things have militated against vic­

for 
the 
dry forces,” said Mr. 
White. 
“Lack of sufficient funds to 
do the the things contemplated and 
lack of organization sufficient to get 
every dry 'vote in the ballot box. 
In 
order to win Ohio and change 54,000 
wet votes into victory, we m ust con­ 
vert an average of 700 voters iii each 
county, and it must be done by per­ 
sistent, 
constant 
educational 
work, 
together with personal effort.”

Europe," said Mr. Des tree to the As­ 
sociated Press, “and these lines are 
rapidly being drawn tighter. 
In Italy 
n France and in Germany has existed 
for some time those 
socialists 
who 
have supported the war and those so­ 
cialists who have held aloof from it, 
though passively. The new alignment 
if the three movements consists, first, 
of those nationalists who are taking 
in active part in supporting the war; 
secondly, those who are in sympathy 
with the work of the International So­ 
cialistic bureau, now located at The 
Hague, the officers of which are seek­ 
ing to bring about peace discussions; 
and thirdly, those socialists who re­ 
cently met at Zimmerwald, Switzer­ 
land, and who therefore may be term ­ 
ed 
‘Zimmerwaldens.* 
These 
latter 
want peace at any price. 
< 
“The two latter groups are sending 
invitations and arranging meetings for 
the summer to examine if there are 
not some terms on which peace is pos­ 
sible, and these meetings will be a t­ 
tended by socialists from all the bel­ 
ligerent countries, and possibly from 
the United States. 
Personally, I belong 
to 
the 
first 
group, the nationalists, who refuse to 
make peace until there is victory by 
arms for somebody. 
If there is a 
peace which is not brought by artus, 
then it means that armaments will 
continue, and this would be a mis­ 
fortune for all. 
As a socialist I can­ 
not but pray for lasting peace, no 
m atter what the present sacrifices 
may be. 
“International peace must be based 
on justice and we cannot have justice 
bo long as armaments exist to en­ 
force injustice. 
“Tho German socialists might have 
prevented the war if they had consid­ 
ered questions of justice rather than 
that of gain. 
The trouble with them 
before the war was that they were 
always fighting about 
questions 
of 
wages, of salaries, ratheV than points 
of justice, and when the 
war 
came 
with a chance of gain to Germany 
they voted for it in the Reichstag and 
despite the declaration of the socialist 
congress of Stuttgart." 
Regarding the 
political 
changes 
that may come after the 
war, 
Mr. 
Destine said: 
“There can be none 
unless the Germans are defeated, 
lf 
they are defeated the socialists will 
certainly work in every country to 
see that war does not come again." 
“In France and Belgium, however, 
and probably in other countries at 
war, the old problems of before the 
war will not have the same vitality. 
With Germany defeated lasting peace 
will come easily and our immediate 
problems will be those of reconstruc­ 
tion, of rebuilding our fortunes.”

telligent persons who deride the di 
vining md as a swindle if he bad not 
been able to see it work 
for 
four 
months. 
Dr. Preyer admits that he does not 
know the secret of the divining rod 
and 
that 
seemingly 
a 
peculiarly 
“gifted" man must use the instrument 
to have success. 
He 
believes 
that 
science will discover that subterran­ 
ean streams flowing under pressure, 
emit rays like the radio-active rays of 
some springs which force their way 
through the earth and affect certain 
peculiarly constituted persons. 
He describes Major von G 
, who 
used the rod in Egypt, as a remark­ 
ably nervous 
man, 
who 
becomes 
“tuned up” to tin 
unusual 
tension 
w’hn he taker the rod into his hands 
and begins to walk across the desert. 
The major generally uses an iron 
rod, for. though it is less sensible 
to the mysterious forces which make 
it tremble, 
it 
works satisfactorily 
because 
of 
the 
highly 
developed 
“gifts." He has,, however, 
and occa­ 
sionally uses, rods 
of wood, alumi­ 
num and silver, which 
are increas­ 
ingly sensitive in tho order named.

which it reveals, and the major for

W hat has happened is this: The w-ater 
has dissolved much of the potassium 
in the soil and picked up millions of 
the nitrifying bacteria in the earth 
and carried them through the mortar, 
in which there is much lime. 
The 
potassium deposited on the wall is 
exposed to the air and the nitrifying 
bacteria begin to draw from this the 
nitrogen w’hich combines with the 
potassium to make niter.

C., Tuesday ordered transcontinental 
railroads to revise their rates from 
the east to the Pacific coast by Sep­ 
tember I, so that they shall not be

points. 
The order was the result of an in­ 
vestigation of existing rates on ap­ 
plication of the Nevada railroad com­ 
mission, the Spokane Merchants* as- 
sociation and representatives of va­ 
rious intermediate cities. 
The com­ 
mission found that the demand for 
lower rates to meet water competi­ 
tion has completely disappeared for 
the time being and that “there is lit­ 
tle likelihood of ;yiy material compe-
